Editor’s Preface 

With God’s favour, grace and blessing, this Glossary of 
Islamic Technical Terms is now published. It contains scientific, 
literary and philosophical terms mostly encountered in the study 
of Islamic and Iranian civilization. 

This glossary comes in two versions: 

1. Persian - English 

2. English - Persian 

When we say Persian we mean Arabic and Persian. Arabic 
words even have priority over Persian words in this field, because 
(a) the holy Qur’an, Hadith (prophet’s quotations and traditions) 
and other Islamic teachings are in Arabic, and (b) Muslims all 
over the world are more familiar with Arabic than Persian. 

Until very recently, even Persian Islamic writers had to write 

everything in Arabic, and still they do. 

Only in the last two or three decades, there have been some 
attempts in Iran to publish dictionaries in the form of this 

glossary. The better known ones are: 

1. A Philosophical Lexicon, by Sohail Mohsen Afnan,Noqrah 

Publication, Second Printing, Tehran, 1983. 

This book places the most common Islamic philosophical terms 

in Persian and in Arabic next to their parallels in English, French, 
Greek, and in Latin. 
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2. A Glossary of philosophy and Social sciences, compiled and 
edited by Daryosh- Ashoory, first version and second version: 
French- Persian. Agah Publication, Tehran, 1976. 

3 . A Glossary of Technical Terms in Philosophy and Social 

Sciences (English into Persian). This book is under print and I 

have a small editing part in it. There include the terms of more 

than three hundred translated books from English into Persian 

with a complete list of reference to the source of each entry uo to 
the end of 1988.

These numbers correspond to 
the numbers in the list of references, or example: "1” means the 
English translation of Tafscer-al-Mizan and l he Koran 
interpreted and translated by Arthur J.Arberry. 

I got involved in this project in the summer of 1987, during my 
official visit to the Islamic Research Foundation. It was there, 
when I was looking at the first draft of this glossary, that I 
suggested to my best friend Mr. Mohammad Taqi Monshi Toosi 
(head of the group) to expand the list of references. I named few 
sources in Islamic culture and civilization which are directly 
written in English e.g. the Encyclopedia of Islam published in 
Leiden. Also a few sources which are translated into English from 
Persian or Arabic. In this way the number of resources got 
doubled. Another source of entry in this glossary which we have 
cautiously used is the suggestions by the research group. These 
words are designated by the letter V," right after them. ( y 
stands for Pishnahad= suggestion).

Another 
interesting example is (common sense) when it is used as a noun it 
is written with space in between and when it is used as an 
adjective it should be written with no space: commonsense, 
commonsensical.

Of course Muslim, Moslim, 
Christian, Jew and Hindu etc. are written with their initial letters 

capitalized. 

12. Words of Islamic names which have parallels in English have 
been kept in English, only when their pronunciations are diffe¬ 
rent both the English and the Persian pronunciations are written 
such as Mary (Mariam), Jesus Isa), Galen (Jalinoos). English 
writers have written Qur’an and Koran. We have also used both 

versions in this glossary.
